Historic St. Louis Playhouse 
is a Wreck. 


IT WAS ONCE THE LONDON 


EARLY HOME OF VARIETY PER- 
FORMANCES. 


Since Mysterious Tragedy of Five 
Years Ago Building Has Been 
Closed to All Save an Aged 
Shoelace Vender. 


The roof of the auditorium of the Lon- 
don Theater, alias the Gaiety ‘Theater, 24- 
26 South Fourth street, fell at 6:15 Tues- 
day morning. 

A meaningless sentence to young 5Bt. 
Louis, the floodgate to reminiscence to St. 
Louisans of two decades. 

[ff the accident had happened 2% years 
ago St. Louis would have been agog with 
the tidings. The story would have filled 
columns in the old days, for once the Lon- 
don and Gaiety Theaters were known to 
every St. Louisan. The beaus of the day® 
which followed ‘“Ihe Crisis’’ patronized the 
London Theater and youths, who are nev 
the mainstay of St. Louis’ business inter- 
ests, were wont to visit Mrs. Esher’s Galety 
Theater and watch a ballet, which today 
would be pronounced insipid by any sum- 
mer garden habitue. 

Pressing time backward farther, say 30 
years, we find that the old building was 
the site of Gregory’s Winter Garden, a res- 
taurant of great respectability, patronized 
by gentlemen and women of fashion. 

The building was a wreck Tuesday, and

Jean Paul, alone of the thousands of per- 
sons who have stood within tts walls, cher- 
ishes an affecticn for the ruin. The old 
place was his home and his shop. He 
(wells in a tiny rogm in the front of the 
building and exhibits his stock of small 
merchandise in what’ was’ ‘once the foyer 
of the theater. Jean Paul is sad. If the 
owners of the old building decide to deinol- 
ish the part which the accident left stand- 
ing he will lose his home and his shop. 
Sorry fortune for qa man of 75 years, who 
knows no English. 

Jean Paul was not hurt when the roof 
fell, but was greatly alarmed. 

Acting Sergt. Tom Conlon of the Chest- 
nut street police station remembers well 
the vicissitudes of the old building. 
Fortunes Were 

Made and Lost. 

He says that when it was first built it 
was called Gregory's Winter Garden. There 
was a fountain in the center of the audi- 
torlum then, and tables scattered around. 
If one wished, he could leave the garden 
and reach by a flight of stairs to the north 
of the building the palatial gambling par- 
lors maintained by a powerful ‘‘company.”’ 
There one might hazard fortune at keno, 
roulette, faro, poker and any game where 
chance ruled. 

After Gregory gave up the place the 
building was oceupied by the London Thea- 
ter. Variety shows were presented. We 
call them vaudeville now. Charles (Shorty) 
Fry controlled the shows ard he acted him- 
self in skits given before the calcium gave 
the word ‘Good night.’ 

The Gaiety Theater came after the Lon- 
don had passed. One day a rich cattleman 
was found dead at the foot of a staircase 
in the Gaiety Theater. He had fallen over 
the balusters, it was said. 

The place was closed, and since that time 
the bats and sewer rats, the wood mice 
and old Jean Paul have kept lonely watch 
in the place of mirth and tragedy. 

Perchance the Storm King did a kindly 
deed when he guided his wand of wind 
against the old building which remained 
only a monument to departed giory.

Missouri Bigamist Tried to 
Bury His Alias. 


CRIME QUICKLY DISCOVERED. 


MAYOR JAMES PENDLETON OF 
GENTRY PLAYS UNIQUE GAME. 


With a Wife and Children at Home He 
Took Another Bride in Kansas and 
in Trying to Make Her a 
“Widow” Was Trailed 
and Apprehended. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ALBANY, Mo., Aug. 26.—The mysterious 


turial of a coffin, filed with ice, near Or- 
lando, O. K., Aug. 15, by “John Cox,’’ under 
the pretense that the casket contained the 
body of his friend, Coda 8S. Morris of Em- 
poria, Kan., is no longer a mystery. 

The man who buried the ice-laden coffin 
was James Pendleton, mayor of Gentry in 
this county, and his act was an endeavor 
to place in the grave one of his own aliases, 
Coda 8S. Morris, under which name he had 
married in Kansas, while having a wife and 
family at Gentry. In his endeavor to get 
rid of ‘‘Morris,’’ Pendleton assumed the 
name of ‘‘Cox."’ He has been arrested and 
is now in jail at Emporia, Kan., where 
wife No. 2 lives, and must answer to the 
chargeof bigamy. 


Pendleton 
Makes Confession. 

Pendleton made a full confession to the 
sheriff? of Lyon County, Kansas. Sheriff 
O'Connor came to Albany and returned to 
Bmporia with Pendleton Sunday. Mrs. 
Morris accompanied Sheriff O’Connor. She 
identified Pendleton as the man to whom 
she was married June 17 in Emporia by the 
Rev. Mr. Parker of the Christian Church. 
Pendleton wilted when he met the woman, 
but would not talk. The warrant was 
sworn out for Pendleton’s arrest on the 
charge of bigamy by wife No. 2. ‘ 

Pendleton’s identity and whereabouts wer 
discovered in this way: 

Aug. 15, when, as ‘‘John Cox,’’ he bought 
the coffin and the 200 pounds of ice at 
Perry, O. T., for the burial of Morris, he 
also purchased a crate of peaches. The 
coffin and ice were sent to Orlando; the 
peaches to Mrs. James Pendleton, Gentry, 
Mo. On this clue he was easily traced. 
It was discovered that Pendleton returned 
to his home in Gentry Aug. 16 from Okla- 
homa, after an absence of eight months. 
Sheriff O'Connor of lLydn County tele- 
graphed the marshal of Gentry to arrest 
Pendleton. He refused to do it because, 
Pendleton was the mayor. O'Connor then 
telegraphed Sheriff Barkley at Albany, the 
county seat, to arrest Pendleton and he did 
so Saturday night. 

In his confession Pendleton said: 

“IT have been under a doctor’s treatment 
for a year because of brain trouble and at 
times am a little ‘off.’ I have had too much 
morphine.”’ 

He said he was 36 years old, and was 
married first 12 years ago, but it was at 
least 18 years ago, as he has a daughter 
that old. Mrs. Grace Obley-Morris is of 
good family and excellent reputation. 


The Burial of 
“Coda S. Morris.”’ 

Pendleton was first seen at Orlando, O. T., 
Aug. 11. On that date a stranger giving 
the name of John Cox hired a livery team 
at Orlando, and, accompanied by a driver, 
drove west of Orlando about six miles, 
where he turned back abruptly, saying that 
he had gone far enough. He returned to 
Orlando. Next day he hired another team 
and went alone to the farm of John Bocox, 
eight miles west of Orlando, where he 
bought a grave lot in a country cemetery 
in charge of Bocox. He told Bocox that 
a traveling man named Morris had died of 
congestion of the stomach while passing 
through the country, south of Bocox’s farm. 
Cox told Westfall, another farmer, that 
Morris had been killed in a runaway caused 
by his team taking fright at some tents. 
Another farmer named McKinley was in- 
formed that the cause of Morris’ death was 
heart disease. Cox employed Westfall, who 
lives on the Bocox farm, to dig the grave. 
He said that friends of the dead man were 
coming on the train from the North to at- 
ténd the funeral, but that if they did not 
arrive in time he would inform Westfall, 
eo that the latter would not have to stay 
up all night. Cox went to Perry, where he | 
purchased a cheap coffin and shipped it to | 
himself to Orlando. The coffin was opened | 
on the depot platform and about 200 pounds | 
of ice put into it. Cox loaded the coffin | 
into an express wagon and drove to the! 
Bocox farm. 

He went alone. ‘‘Cox’’ explained that 
he wanted the ice to pack around the body, 
as friends might want to exhume it for pur- 
poses of identification, and the ice would 
preserve it for some days. 

Arriving at the farm he told the people 
then that the body was inthe coffin. West- 
fall and his sons, Thomas and E. B. West- 
fall, helped Cox carry the coffin to the 
grave and bury it. Cox directed that the 
grave be made flat on top and asked that 
it be kept#n good condition, as a woman 
would be there tn about two weeks. The 
suspicion of the Westfalls, who are easy- 
going farmers, was not aroused. 

Sunday, Aug. 17, the coffin was dug up by 
order of A. H. Obley, father of Pendleton’s 
wife No. 2, “Mrs. Morris’’ of Emporia. 
It was found to contain only a small piece 
of ice. The tracing of “Cox” then began, 
and ended in the arrest of Pendleton at 
Gentry.

TRIAL OF HER CASE POSTPONED 


SHE WAS ARRESTED AT WEST 
END HEIGHTS SUNDAY. 


Male Company, Who Gave His Name 
as Frank Bell, Was Also Taken 
in Custody—Bystander’s 
Purse Stolen. 


The case against Bessie Ferguson, also 
known as Bessie Beard, was continued un- 
til Friday by the city in the City Hall Po- 
lice Court Tuesday morning. 

The woman was arrested at West End 
Heights Sunday night by Detectives Mur- 
phy and John McGrath and Special Police- 
men Kirk and Rice. 

They say she is an old offender. The 
specific reason for, her arrest Sunday night 
was a suspicion fhat she might have been 
connected with ‘the disappearance of a 
purse. 

The purse was extracted from the pocket 
of a Mrs. Feuerbacher, who lives in South 
St. Louis. She was standing near the thea- 
ter entrance when ghe felt its logs and ex- 
Claimed that her pocket had been picked. 

The detectives heard her outcry and im- 
mediately arrested the Ferguson woman 
and a male companion who were near Mrs. 
Feuerbacher. He gave his name and ad- 
dress as Frank Bell of 41]0 Maryland ave- 
nue. She said she lived at 1220 Sarah street. 

One of the detectives who made the ar- 
rest asked City Attorney Taylor to con- 
tinue the case. It is said that the police 
department asked the delay for the pur- 
pose of trying tc secure evidence against 
the woman.

Pendleton first became acquainted with 
Miss .. at her parent's home on last 
April 3. ie told her he was wealthy and 
she said he seemed a “perfect gentleman.” 
They were married by Rev. Parker on 
June 17. 

Miss Obley said this afternoon: “I have 
nothing much to say except that of course 
I feel very much broken up over the whole 
affair. 1 now must go to work again for 
myself. I married a man who deceived 
me because he was in every respect a 
gentleman and was always very kind to 
me and said he was well to do.” 

Miss Obley tabooed the idea of insanity 
on Pendleton's part. 

She intends to prosecute Pendleton who 
today waived a preliminary hearing and 
was bound over to the district court with 
a thousand-dollar bond.

TO END HER SUFFERING

Women Answering Her Dee 
scription Jumped From the 
Bridge Monday Night. 


MRS. BISCHOFF IS MISSING. 


HER RELATIVES HAVE SEARCHED 
IN VAIN AND THINK HER DEAD. 


She Was the Victim of a Painful Dis- 
ease and Had Made Threats 
That She Would End 
Her Life. 


Mrs. Francisca Bischoff is believed to 
have killed herself Monday. night by leap- 
ing from the railing of the Eads bridge 
into the Mississippi river. She has been 
absent from her home at 2631 St. Vincent 
avenue since 7 o’clock that evening, and a 
woman of her description committed suicide 
in that manner a couple of hours after her 
disappearance. 

She had been suffering the most excrucl- 
ating pain for several days, was unable to 
masticate food and it was extremely dif- 
ficult for her to swallow liquid refresh- 
ment. She had intimated her intention to 
end her physical agony by drowning herself 
in a well, and Monday, when in an agony 
of torture, she exclaimed:

Martin Heinemann breathed ammonia 
gas for 20 minutes Monday afternoon, and 
was saved from fatal suffocation by the 
heroism of Conrad fritz, a fellow-worke- 
man. 

The bursting of an ammonia feed pipe 
in a cellar under the Star Brewery at Belle- 
ville flooded the“room with the fumes of 
ammonia, extinguished the lights and 
blinded and dazed the men. 


Fritz, his assistant, made their way by 
groping in the dark to the nearest outlet, 
30 feet below the ground. They then found 
that Heinemann had not reached the en- 
trance. 


They called for Heinemann, but received 
no answer. Other workers in the brewery 
came, and one after another volynteered 
to go after the missing man. But a few 
steps into the ammonia-laden atmosphere 
sent them back to the entrance gasping 
and choking. 

Then Fritz offered to go after his com- 
rade through an airshaft which leads from 
the cellar to a point 15 feet above the

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan could stop the coal strike in an hour if 
he wished to do so. 

The rafiroads, a majority of whose stocks 
are depusited with his firm as_ trustees, 
mine and ha:!] to market over 5 per cent of 
all the hard coal consumed in the eastern 
Biatcs. 

The presidents of these railroads are men 
who agree with Mr. Morgan. 

If they disagreed with him they would be 
dismissed, as President McLeod of the, 
Reading. was when he opposed Mr. Mor- 
gan's policy. 

The largest single producer of anthracite 
coal in the world is the Reading Railroad 
and Coal Co. It was in September, 1896, re- 
organized by Mr. Morgan’s firm. All the 
Shares of stock in the new compdtiy are 
now deposited with Mr. Morgan as one of 
three trustecs. Mr. Morgan names the di- 
rectors and, through them, elects the cffi- 
cers. 

The second largest producer of anthracite 
coal in the country is the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad, which operates 2°71 miles of rail- 
road. It can also mine 1,000,000 tens of coal 
per month from its 34,00 acres of coal 
lands. This company was in 1897 reorgan- 
ized by J. P. Morgan, who purchased out- 
right 75,000 shares of its stock, about one- 
half of the holdings of the Asa Packer es- 
tate. 


In January, 1901, Mr. Morgan purchased 
the remaining half of the Packer stock. 
This gave him practical control of this 
company, its president and policy. 

The third largest producer of anthracite 
coal is the Central Railroad of New Jersey, 
which besides operating 677 miles of rail- 
road in New Jersey and Pennsylvania, owns 
the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal Co. and 
mines about 7,000,000 tons of anthracite coal 
@ year.

ROBBED BOX CAR 


Two Confess Part in Theft 
of Shoes, 


THEY ACCUSE YARDMASTER 


HE IS ARRESTED, BUT DENIES

“It was the first time I ever was in a 
Police court, and I am glad I attended the 
scssion. I think I shall use what I saw and 
heard there in a sermon when I return 
home, The crowded condition of the police 
court docket is, to my mind, an argument 
for the observance for the law of Christ. 
If people obeyed the law of Christ there 
would seldom be any need for police courts. 

“Throughout the session this morning I 
had in mind the biblical verse: O, Israel, 
thou hast destroyed theyself; but in me 
is thine help.’ 

“These men and women whoin T saw 
this morning had destroyed themselves.”’ 

Rev. Mr. aCrroll is a graduate of Smith 
Academy in the class of ’§. He etudied in 
law in St. Louis, but before he was ad- 
mitted decided to devote his life to the 
ministry.
